TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  15th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  West  Lancashire  during  1960. 

The  district  has  remained  healthy  and  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  has  remained  low.  There  were  480  cases  notified  compared 
with  643  in  1959.  341  of  these  cases  were  measles  mainly  towards  the 

end  of  the  year.  There  were  also  40  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  36  whooping 
cough  and  31  dysentery.  A  small  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  March 
accounted  for  25  of  these  cases. 

The  population  of  West  Lancashire  continues  to  increase  and  the 
Registrar  General’s  Mid  1960  Estimate  (on  which  these  statistics  are 
based)  was  52,560.  However,  I  have  recently  had  the  population 
figure  of  the  recent  Census  which  is  55,  804. 

The  birth  rate  was  19.9  per  1,000  population  compared  with  18.5  in 
1959,  while  the  actual  number  of  births  was  1,077  ;  this  being  the  first 
time  that  the  number  of  births  has  exceeded  1,000.  The  birth  rate  is 
considerably  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  17.1 

The  death  rate  at  12.4  per  1,000  population  showed  a  decrease  on 
the  figure  of  12.9  in  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
19.5  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  25.9  in  the  previous  year. 
20  of  the  21  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  four  weeks  and 
were  mostly  unavoidable,  being  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital 
malformations.  There  were  two  maternal  deaths,  giving  a  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  1.82  per  1,000  population. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve.  858  new  houses  were 
built,  while  37  were  either  demolished  or  closed,  in  accordance  with 
the  Housing  Acts,  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

The  staff  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard 
of  work.  They  made  3,936  inspections  during  the  year  which  425 
nuisances  were  found  and  371  abated. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and  the 
Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,077  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  571  were 
male  and  506  female  ;  and  including  22  illegitimate  births  12  male  and 
10  female.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  20.5  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (comparability  factor  0.97) 
was  19.9  compared  with  18.5  in  1959.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  17.1. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1960  was  20,  of  which  12  were  male 
and  8  female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  18.2  per  1,000  five  and  still 
births.  None  of  these  births  were  illegitimate,

Deaths 

The  toial  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1960  was  540,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  2  over  the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  10.3  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.21)  was  12.4  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  12.9  in  1959.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.5. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  2  deaths  connected  with  childbirth.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still)  was  1.82  compared  with 
nil  1959.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.39. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  21  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  In¬ 
fant  Mortality  rate  of  19.5  per  1,000  live  births,  a  decrease  on  the  figure 
for  1959  which  was  25.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.7.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION

accommodated  in  the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital,  which  has  a  Mater¬ 
nity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals  of  the  adjacent  towns  of  Liverpool, 
Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the 
Fazakerley  Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  to  the  New  Hall  Isol¬ 
ation  Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
from  Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby  and  Maghull.  In 
general,  an  ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within 
15  minutes.

SCARLET  FEVER 


Forty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  All 
cases  were  of  a  mild  type  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove  one  of 
them  to  hospital.  The  general  policy  is  to  remove  to  hospital  such 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  are  living  under  overcrowded  conditions, 
or  in  such  circumstances  that  they  become  conveyors  of  infection 
through  inefficient  isolation.

DIPHTHERIA 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  due  to  the  energetic  policy  of  Immunisation  which  has  been 
carried  out  over  the  last  ten  years. 

Central  Clinics  are  held  at  certain  of  the  schools  in  the  Rural  District 
where  children  from  the  neighbouring  schools  attend  for  immunisation 
treatment,  together  with  pre-school  children  from  the  surrounding 
districts.  In  addition,  monthly  clinics  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Orm- 
skirk  General  Hospital,  Aintree  Clinic,  Maghuil  Clinic,  Lydiate  Clinic, 
Scarisbrick  Clinic  and  Tarleton  Clinic.

Byelaws  under  Section  15,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  are  in  oper¬ 
ation  for  securing  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
sold. 

All  hawkers  premises  within  the  area  and  all  hawkers  of  food  are 
registered  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers) 
Act,  1951. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  all  hawkers  vehicles  have  been  inspected 
regularly,  and  it  is  satisfying  to  note  that  many  have  been  persuaded 
to  provide  adequate  hot  water  facilities. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  shellfish  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  all  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

5.  Food  Hygiene. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  now  been  in  operation  for  five 
years,  and  it  is  obvious  to  all  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food 
premises,  especially  food  shops,  has  greatly  improved.. 

In  this  area  where  large  new  housing  estates  are  being  erected  by 
private  enterprise,  the  necessary  shops  also  being  built,  are  being 
adapted  with  all  modern  innovations  to  comply  with  the  Regulations, 
and  to  make  them  attractive  to  customers. 

Several  new  school  kitchens  have  been  erected  during  the  year  and 
these  are  excellent. 

Sixty-six  premises  used  for  boiling  and  peeling  shrimps  are  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  All 
these  premises  comply  with  the  general  food  premises  standards. 
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All  known  hawkers  vehicles  have  been  inspected  and  many  of  them 
are  now  fitted  with  suitable  hot  water  appliances.  Other  hawkers 
provide  the  necessary  receptacles  and  secure  hot  water  from  their 
customers  during  the  day.  The  supervision  of  this  type  of  trade  is 
difficult  because  of  the  constant  changing  that  takes  place. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  inspections  were  carried 
out  of  food  premises  during  the  year.

A  continued  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  Certificates 

of  Disrepair  and  other  consequential  work  as  required  by  the  Rent 
Act  was  noted  during  the  year. 

Generally  it  has  been  noted  that  maintenance  work  under  the  Act  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  owners  without  the  intervention  of  the  Local 
Authority,  and  from  this  it  is  assumed  that  owners  now  feel  that  a 
sufficient  return  is  being  obtained  in  the  increased  rents. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


Regular  inspections  of  furnace  installations  in  industrial  establish¬ 
ments  and  observations  for  smoke  emissions  are  carried  out.  Generally 
these  emissions  are  well  within  the  permitted  limits  of  colour  and 
density. 

Of  the  establishments  which  were  granted  exemption  certificates 
the  previous  year,  one  completed  the  works  of  improvement  and  the 
other  converted  from  steam  to  electric  power. 

Several  applicants  were  granted  Certificates  of  Approval  where  new 
boilers  had  been  installed. 

Smokeless  fuels  are  extensively  used  for  soil  sterilisation  and  heating 
in  the  horticultural  areas,  and  a  considerable  improvement  has  been 
noted. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

It  is  the  duty  under  this  Act  for  every  Local  Authority  to  secure  as 
far  as  is  practicable  that  their  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  and 
to  enforce  the  duties  of  owners  and  occupiers  under  its  provisions. 

The  Council  employ  one  full  time  Rodent  Operative  whose  duties 
include  the  survey  of  premises  and  the  destruction  of  the  vermin. 

Good  results  cannot  be  achieved  without  the  co-operation  of  the 
public,  and  this  is  partly  achieved  by  providing  free  service  to  private 
householders. 

Owners  or  occupiers  of  other  premises  or  lands  are  required  to  re¬ 
imburse  the  Local  Authority  for  all  expenditure  incurred. 

Many  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  from  private  house¬ 
holders  on  partly  built  housing  estates  where  rats  had  been  disturbed 
during  the  building  operations. 

The  banks  of  the  many  open  ditches  are  excellent  sites  of  infestation, 
especially  if  poultry  or  pigs  are  kept  within  proximity  of  these  water¬ 
courses. 

Since  March,  1959,  when  the  Lancashire  Executive  Committee 
ceased  to  operate,  the  majority  of  the  farming  community  appear  to 
be  carrying  out  the  destruction  of  the  vermin  themselves,  especially 
now  that  Warfarin  is  easily  available  in  the  shops. 

The  methods  employed  for  destruction  are  those  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  they  continue  to 
give  excellent  results.
